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ADJUSTMENT OF ZENITH CARBURETORS 


Before attempting analysis and adjustment, 
examine the cross shaft that connects the two 
throttles. This shaft is mounted on the blower 
housing by two brackets having spherical studs 
that fit into sockets in the ends of this shaft. 
These brackets should be bent or otherwise 
adjusted so the shaft has no looseness but turns 
freely. If this shaft is loose, one carburetor 
opens before the other. 

The acceleration pumps are operated by an ex- 
posed link and lever. Disconnect the links at 
the upper end by removing the small cotter pin, 
spring, and washer. 

Start the engine and let it idle for a few 
minutes, then turn the switch off. Remove the 
covers from float chambers, being careful to 
avoid damage to the gaskets, which must also 
be removed. Check the float level by measuring 
from the top surface of the float chamber casting 
to the surface of the gasoline. Make this meas- 
urement at the front and also at the rear; then 
find the average, as the carburetors may not sit 
parallel to the floor. 

This measurement should be 19.5 mm (.768 
inches). This is not at variance with the figure 
given in the factory bulletin which states the 
float level to be 18.5 mm with closed cover. 
When the cover is removed, the acceleration 
pump plunger is withdrawn from its cylinder in 
the float chamber and causes a lowering of the 
level of almost exactly 1 mm. Thus, if the level 
is set at 19.5 mm with cover and plunger re- 
moved, the result shali be 18.5 mm _ when 
assembled. 

The setting of the float levels as they come 
from the factory is not usually accurate, so don’t 
be surprised if there is as much as 2 or 3 mm 
difference between the two carburetors. The 
published tolerance of + 1 mm is excessive to a 
meticulous owner and one should try, with 
extreme accuracy, to get both carburetors set 
alike to the right measurement for best perform- 
ance. 

To change the float level, use a washer of dif- 
ferent thickness between the float needle-valve 
cage and the cover, a thinner washer for higher 
level and vice versa. The effective ratio of the 
float assembly to the needle valve is 4.2 to 1. 
Example: to change the float level .100 inches, 
change the washer thickness .100 inches — 4.2 
= .024 inches. The washers are made of com- 
pressible material, so that may upset your calcu- 
lation. Brass or aluminum washers are recom- 
mended if you have means for making them. 

When you are finished with the float levels, 
put the gaskets and covers back on and discon- 
nect the links between the cross shaft arms and 
the throttle levers. Back out the idle adjustment 
screws until the throttles are fully closed and 
then turn them in until they just barely touch. 
You can feel the point where the throttles cease 
to stick shut and the screws act as stops. From 


this point, note where the screw slots are and 
turn them in exactly one revolution. This is 
to open the throttles equally and to a position 
where the engine will run. 

Next, turn in one idle mixture screw until 
it stops, noting how many turns; then the same 
with the other mixture screw on the same 
carburetor, and back them both out the average 
of the two, so that both shall be opéh the same. 
Do this to the other carburetor, also. 

Start the engine. Re-adjust the idle screws 
(these are screws that keep the throttle slightly 
open so that the engine runs about 1000 rpm, 
taking care to turn both screws the same amount. 
Re-adjust the four idle mixture screws, one at 
a time, watching the tachometer, to get maxi- 
mum rpm. 

Now, again adjust the idle screws, both equal- 
ly, to bring the rpm to 650 or 700. Apply the 
Unisyn to each carburetor and, now abandoning 
any attempt to count parts of turns, refine the 
adjustment of the idle screws to achieve equal 
readings on the Unisyn. 

Back to the idle mixture screws. From the 
position where the tachometer shows maximum 
idling rpm, turn all four screws outward as 
far as is possible without losing rpm. This is 
to enrich the mixture for the sake of best accel- 
eration at low speeds. The Unisyn should be 
used in this adjustment also, for both carburetors 
to read alike after this final adjustment. 

Connect the links from the cross shaft to the 
throttle levels, adjusting the links so that both 
idle screws contact their stops simultaneously. 

Now, to check the acceleration pumps, re- 
connect their linkage, using the outermost of the 
three available holes in the arm. The volume of 
discharge should be 0.2-0.3 cc for two full 
strokes of the pump, from each of the four 
discharge tubes. 

A measure that will hold .3 cc and be of such 
size that it will go in the air horn, must be 
obtained. This is not difficult to find. A very 
common item, namely a .22 caliber long-rifle 
empty cartridge shell, holds .33 cc. If two 
strokes doesn’t quite fill the shell that is O.K. 
The rim of the shell is slightly too large in 
diameter, but just put the shank of a 13/64 or 
No. 4 drill inside the shell and squeeze it in a 
vise. Of course, you must put a jaw on the 
shell, so you solder a wire on it. Be sure it is 
securely attached, as you must not drop things 
down into the intake manifold. 

If you prefer, this measurement can be made 
by using Porsche part P25a, which is a glass 
vial with graduations, especially made for the 
Zenith carburetors. A paper clip can be bent 
into a very nice vial holder for holding the vial 
under the injection tubes. 

The quantity of injection may be changed by 
adjusting the length of the link on the pump 
lever. The link is provided with a center sec-

That’s our advice to all you push-rod Porsche 
competition drivers. 

On the west coast, both the Cal Club and the 
San Francisco Region, SCCA, have done some 
constructive thinking and presented a new classi- 
fication schedule which has created new interest 
and enthusiasm. Late news brings word of the 
establishment of a Pacific Coast, SCCA, Cham- 
pionship based on a performance breakdown. 

In the east, the New England Region, SCCA, 
with a lot of fanfair about how they were help- 
ing to do the same thing, came up with a class 
for MGs and then bunched 1300, 1300S, 1500, 
1500S, 1600 and 1600S Porsches together with 
Alfas, MB 190 SL, Turner Sports, Denzel 1300S, 
Elva Courier to make up another class. This is 
supposed to create enthusiasm among drivers 
of such cars as 1300N. 1300S, 1500N, and 1600N. 

The South Jersey Region. even though the 
National SCCA Contest Board had advised using 
performance classes in regionals, didn’t bother 
to work their brains.

BRAKE FLUID

21B Super Heavy Duty Brake Fluid, which meets 
and surpasses new SAE Super Heavy Duty Speci- 
fication 70R3. The boiling point of this new 
fluid is between 390°-400°F. Although their 
chemical division advises that this fluid will mix 
satisfactorily with the German ATE Lockheed 
Fluid, which is originally used by the factory; 
they suggest that the Hydraulic Brake System 
be drained of the old type fluid and then re- 
filled with Wagner Lockheed No. 21B. Wagner 
feels that the Super 21B will, according to tests, 
give superior performance due to better lubri- 
cating values and better corrosion resistance. 

You competition PACers, particularly, should 
look into the possibility of using Super 21B. . . 
we like that 390° - 400°F. boiling point.

tion having right and left hand threads and 
lock nuts. To shorten the link (which increases 
the quantity of fuel), turn the center section 
counter-clockwise, assuming the clock to be 
face-up. 

This adjustment is very easy on the left hand 
carburetor, but this linkage is on the front of 
the right carburetor and you will wish you were 
Houdini when you try to work the lock-nuts on 
that one. A short open-end 6 mm wrench is 
needed here.

AIR CONDITIONING FOR PORSCHES IS HERE 


I once remarked to a friend at a showing of a 
brand new 400 horsepower Detroit sedan, that 
the only reason I might go back to one of those 
“dragsters” would be to get a limited slip differ- 
ential and an air conditioner. 

Progress at Stuttgart may now provide the 
former (see January ’59 Christophorus, page 21) 
and air conditioners for Porsches are now an 
actuality, thanks to the Overseas Motor Corpo- 
ration, 2824 White Settlement Rd., Fort Worth, 
Texas. 

Bob Bardeen, manager of their air condition- 
ing division, has provided us with much of the 
following information. While no photo of a 
Porsche installatian is available, we have seen a 
photo of a VW installation. 

Technically, the unit consists of a magnesium- 
aluminum alloy compressor weighing 17 pounds, 
designed for low head pressure operation with 
magnetic remote controlled clutch. All rotating

parts are balanced statically against three dimen- 
sional vibration. Two condensers are used, one 
is located under the right rear corner of the 
body and the other is mounted behind the fan 
shroud. The cooling or evaporation unit is 
located under the dash, similar to standard in- 
stallations in American cars. 

Mr. Bardeen further states that all components 
are especially designed to fit the Porsche and 
special brackets are included for remounting the 
ignition coil, etc. 

The unit is designed to be installed in cars 
with the carburetion linkage in the rear of the 
fan housing as on the ’58 and °59 models using 
the Zenith carburetors. In older cars, the link- 
age would have to be modified. This would be 
no great loss, since the Solex carburetion link- 
age never has been of the best.
